Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Since the last Review the protracted drouth has been pretty 
well broken in every section, but the needed rains were followed 
in almost every instance by very cool weather, some sections 
having frost of the lighter kind. The relief came too late how- 
ever to be of any benefit to this year’s packing, unless it be in 
preventing the canners from getting up too large a pack on any 
one article. Corn canning is practically done for in every sec- 
tion, and the guessers are at work trying to estimate how short 
the pack is. These estimates vary placing the pack at from 
4,000,000 cases to 6,000,000 cases, so that even if the mark is 
missed by a wide margin, if the correct guess comes between the 
two extremes the pack is bound to bea small one. No better 
indication of this fact could be had than the presence of many 
heavy-corn packers in the market for supplies to cover their re- 
quirements in the ‘‘future’’ line. This immediate section seems 
to have come out well on its corn pack, and is nearer by far toa 
full pack than any other section of the country. Asa conse- 
quence the corn canners of Maryland and Delaware have been 
beseiged by the corn canners of the rest of the country, possibly 
barring Maine, in an effort to secure sufficient goods to cover 
their contracts. But the hunt has been conducted so quietly, 
and without any excitement, the demand from jobbing centers 
has been so light for corn, that the prices here are actually a 
little less than quoted last week. There does not seem to be any 
reason for this reaction, slight as it is, and it is significant that 
the drop in prices is noted by only one or two interests; but that 
there should be any drop in face of present conditions is the 
surprising part of it. These parties quote full standard shoepeg 
corn, at 70 to 75c. New York or Maine style the same prices, 
and Harford County style at 60 to 62%c., with Evergreen up 
to 65c. 

Corn canners should realize the benefits to be derived from 
sending in their correct figures to National Secretary Frank E. 
Gorrell, at Bel Air Md., forthe sooner these statistics can be

possession of the information. Later if the Association so decides 
the world will be given the figures, but only after the canners 
have had them. Absolute secrecy is guaranteed in this, and if 
each canner will do his little share in the matter without delay 
the correct returns will soon be made. 

The talk of the week has been the bursting of the boom in 
tomatoes, or possibly we should more correctly say the talk of 
the week has been the number of excuses put forth for rejecting 
tomatoes tendered on contracts or bought at the higher prices, 
since the boom burst. This little riffle in tomatoes has served 
to show the canners that the buyers are going to be most critical 
in regard to all goods, just as we told them before and during 
packing season. Any excuse will loom large in the eyes of 
buyers this fall, unless the market on tomatoes takes a decided 
upward turn. It has been known all through the season that 
the stock of tomatoes coming to the canneries was noteup to the 
average in quality; so that it has been the hardest kind of work 
on the part of the canner to turn out good standard goods. 
Towards the end of the canning season the quality was better 
than at first, and some very fine tomatoes were refeived at the 
factories. And on top of this difficulty most canners had to 
fight for their supply of raw stock, and found that they were 
compelled to pay very high prices for it, if they got itat all. In 
sections where contracts were made last spring at $8.50 per ton, 
the canners paid as high as $17.00 and up to $20.00 per ton on 
the open market. So that it isa double hardship on the canner 
now to be told that his goods are not up tosample. Aswe have 
said a market above Soc. will clear the horizon of this trouble, 
and the size of the pack should make such a market. 

The market for No. 3 full standards is quoted at 75 to 
c. f. o. b. but many are holding to Soc.; seconds are quoted 
at 70 to 72%ec. No. 2 standards at 55 to 57*+c., and seconds No. 
2 47%. to 50c. No. ros are quoted at $2.25 to $2.35, but the de-

Peas are rather neglected, businessin them being very slow. 
There are no charges in them to note, and the market may be 
said to be steady at So to 85c. for Early June standards; sifted 
at 95 to $1.00; extra sifted at $1.10 to $1.20, and petit pois at 
$1.40 to $1.50. New York City shows no changes in this line 
and Chicago reports the market as quiet as it is here. 

In peaches there is evidently an effort being made to move 
some stock, as prices here are marked off slightly. The demand 
has been anything but active. No. 3 standard yellows are 
quoted at $1.30 to $1.35, white $1.25 to $1.30. Seconds No. 3 
yellow at $1.05 to $1.10 and white $1.00 to $1. 05; No. 3 extra 
standard yellow at $1.40 to $1.50, and selects at $1.50 to $1.60 
No. 2 standards yellow at $1.00 to $1.05, white 5c. less. No. 2 
seconds 70 to 75c. No. 3 pies unpeeled 7734c. peeled g5c. Gallon 
pies $2.40 to $2.45, unpeeled. 

Apples show a slight inprovement, possibly due to the fact 
that most canners are leaving them alone, this year, in their 
canning factories. No. 3 are quoted here at 60 to 65c., and 
gallons at $1.75 to $1.85. In New York City, State gallons are 
quoted at $2.00 to $2.15. 

With the close of the active canning season, oysters are 
coming on deck again, but this line of goods receives no atten- 
tion in the canning houses until after cold weather setsin. The 
time is now near at hand, and buyers are commencing to look to 
their supplies of the canned article. There are no changes to 
note in this market, and thelittle business being done in oysters 
is all in the way of raw stock. 

Canners’ metals show no changes whatever, though rumors 
of changes in the prices of cans have been heard.

are careful and considerate, but others who are not, and muci 
tll feeling and many misunderstandings arise from ‘too muck 
haste. 
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The complaints were that packers would merely bill the 
goods as Standard Tomatoes without specifying the brand or 
label, even when there were several labels in the same shipment. 
And these packers refused to put a jobbers’ label across the face 
of the case and shipped the goods in plain, unstenciled cases and 
there were many little points brought up wherein undue haste 
and lack of care could be charged with great inconvenience. 

All parties at this time of year should exercise patience and 
consideration, and packers should realize that jobbers handling 
many thousands of cases of canned goods from the depots and 
docks which never came into the store at this time of the year, 
and need complete information as to labels, brands, assortments 
in cars and require that all goods should be carefully stenciled 
and shipped. 

On the other hand, jobbers should bear in mind that canned 
goods packers are busy night and day at this season of the year 
and that they are compelled to trust a great deal of the details 
of their work to untrained and inexperienced help. Neither do 
small packers realize the condition of rush and hurry which pre- 
vail in jobbers’ establishments at this season of the year. A 
little thoughtfulness, a little care, a little putting into effect of 
the good old rule of putting yourself in the other fellow’s place 
just now will go far toward smoothing over the rough places, 
preventing misunderstandings and making business more profit- 
able and life more pleasant. 

Buying Light.—The break in the market for canned 
tomatoes made in the East this and last week has shaken the 
confidence of buyers in the future of the market. Considerable 
buying was done at 77 4c. East and some at 80c., when the price 
reached 85c. for standard No. 3 f. o. b. Maryland, Baltimore 
freight guaranteed, there was some good, strong buying. 
Then when offers of standards began to come in at 72%c. East- 
ern cannery, as they did today, all buyers lost interest and 
pulled their heads inside their shells and quit. They will prob- 
ably emerge when the shower is over. 


Who Broke The Market ?—It is worthy of note that the 
break in the market prices comes from two big canned goods 
commission houses, one in Baltimore and the other in Philadel- 
phia, and it has been suggested that there may be some method 
in the matter. Maybe the shorts want to get long, and at this 
sensitive condition of the market it only takes a few thousand 
cases to break the market and stop buying. Wholesale buyers 
are simply disgusted with the situation of the tomato market, 
and it is conclusive to them that there is no strength behind it 
aud that the packers cannot or will not defend the market. 


Canned Corn.—Offerings of canned corn are being more 
freely made than last week and a few sales of Wisconsin No. 2 
standard were made this week on a basis of 65c. delivered at 
Chicago. Some Country Gentleman corn southern pack was 
also offered at a cut price. Buyers are wondering whether the 
corn packers have no more courage in their convicttons than 
tomato packers or whether both haven’t enough money to hold 
ou to their output and maintain prices. 


Michigan Peaches.—The pack of peaches in Michigan will 
be trivial this year and but little will be packed except some 
unpeeled pie peaches and not many of those. 

Michigan Apples.—The prospect for canned apples in 
Michigan of the late varieties is good so it is reported but can- 
ners say that they do not care to pack at the prevailing prospect 
tur low prices. 

Fancy Tomatoes Scarce.—Ohio has been packing quite a 
p'oportion of the hand packed whole coreless tomatoes in sani- 
ary cans which this market has been using for several years but 
her packers seem to have fallen down this year owing to the 
bad weather or rather variable weather they have had in the 
southern part of that State and our jobbers are hard put to it 
to get a supply at reasonable prices. WRANGLER. 


Peported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, Oct. 1.—The month which closed yesterday 
has been one of a good deal of interest and activity in the 
canned goods trade. Business has fluctuated violently, but the 
situation has, on the whole, improved. Conditions were better 
at the close than they were at the opening, though the slump 
in tomatoes has come during the past ten days. In other lines, 
however, business has continued good and is still good with 
sales increasing. Inquiry is also more active and the outlook 
favors increased business during this month. Most holders are 
firm in their views, though occasionally one permits his stock to 
go at a reduction for the purpose of clearing out some small lots 
or because he must have ready money with which to do busi- 
ness. It is probable, however, that business is in better shape 
than it has been and that the worst is over. Dealers look for- 
ward to improvement in all directions during the coming month. 

Tomatoes.—A dull tone has developed in tomatoes under 
fairly liberal offerings and comparatively light demand. For 
full standard 3s 75c. to 77%4c. is quoted, with 52%c. to 55¢c. 
quoted for 2s. The situation is quiet, though there seems to be 
a little pressure to sell on the part of small packers who are in 
need of ready money to meet their obligations. Perhaps this 
feature of trading will develop into more of an influence in the 
market than has been expected. Buyers are not anxious to 
take hold and the sale is limited to daily requirements. A few 
sales have been made at 75c. regular terms f. o. b. factory for 
full standard 3s. Those who have goods‘to sell are comforting 
themselves with the assurance that a higher market will prevail 
as soon as the actual size of the crop is appreciated. Most large 
packers are sellers at 75c., and while the market is more or less 
easy, there is no special rush to sell. Bids of 75c. have been 
refused on some lots. No. 2s are a bit neglected, and so far as 
can be learned, no movement has occurred within the past day 
ortwo. Gallons are steady, but at the higher range movement 
is light. 

Corn.—The markei is firmer on all offerings of State corn, 
but little stock is offered from State packers. Southern packers 
are firmer in their ideas. Maine stock is firm, with few packers 
offering anything. 

Beans.—The market is unchanged, but remains steady, as 
quoted, with the outlook favoring a continuation of the present 
conditions rather than any change in the situation. 

Peas.—The market is steady, with the outlook indicating 
increased activity, though the price tendency seems to be 
downward rather than upward. Buying is light and only to 
fill immediate requirements. 

Asparagus.—The market is quiet and in the absence of im- 
portant demand is largely nominal. 

Salmon.—Pinks are a shade easier on the Coast with offer- 
ings quoted rather freely at 6734c. f.o. b. here. Chums offer 
freely at 65c. f.0. b. there. The market is steady on red 


Alaska talls in the range of $1.30 to 1.32% here. Stock to 
arrive offers freely at $1.25 laid down in one quarter. A fair 


demand is noted for medium red and some business is done in 

Kings. Little chinook and sockeye are offered here. 
Sardines—Offerings are a shade freer for quarter oils, but 

three-quarter mustard are said to be a bit firmer. The market 


is really unchanged, though it is understood that the tendency 
is toward a weaker basis, without any reduction in quotations. 

Peaches—A fair business has been done during the week on

Extra 2% pound lemon clings are not offered 
freely in a quarter. A good many standards are offered, 
however. 

Apples—State gallons are in moderate demand and the 
market is fairly steady within the range given.

The total estimated output of the pineapple canneries in 
Hawaii for this year is 388,000 cases valued at $1,200,000. 
Fairmount, Ind.—Wm. C. McKeever, manager of the local 
factory of the Snider Preserve Company, stated tcday that 
without doubt the machinery for making catsup would be 
installed here before the opening of the next season, and would 
have been here this year but for the appearance of the financial 
flurry last fall. When the catsup machinery is installed, addi- 
tional machinery will be constructed for storage purposes and 
the entire floor space of the main factory room will be utilized 
for the manufacture, bottling, labeling and packing of chili 
sauce and catsup. 


Leavenworth, Kan.—Three thousand four hundred gallons 
of peaches are being canned at the Lansing penitentiary for 
prisoners’ consumption next winter. 

This is only one item of the fruit that is preserved, but the 


convict chefs are tolerably busy, even with the assistance of 
an extra detail, in disposing of the peaches at present. A 
larger quantity of tomatoes than any fruit is ‘‘put up’’ every 
summer by the prisoners. 


Bunkie, La.—A canning factory is being organized in 
Bunkie. It will have a daily capacity of 4,000 to 8,000 cans, 
and will pay especial attention to canning vegetables. The 
stock for the company has all been subscribed. It will be ready 
for work in the early spring. 


Portland, Maine.—It is estimated that nearly 15,000,000 
cans of corn have been packed in the two score of corn canneries 
in this State during the season which has just closed, the value 
of which is approximately $1,050,000. It is understood that 
practically the entire product of the factories has been sold, 
making the season a most profitable one. 

Rochester, N. Y.—A large machine factory, the property 
of Arthur LaMay is to be erected and it is said that ground has 
been broken. The plant will be of brick and will be built in the 
shape of an L, with a frontage of 200 feet on Emerson street and 
180 feet on McNaughton street. 

Special canning machinery will be manufactured and it is 
said that the plant will give employment to 1000 men. 

Palmyra, N. Y.—Crandall Packing Company; capital stock 
$75,000; authorized to operate in Illinois with a capital of $5,000. 


The Sanitary Fruit Canning Company of Newark, N. Y., 
has been incorporated by Ernest V. Pierson, M. S. Pierson and 
Irving E. Elkins. The concern is capitalized at $5,000. 


Newport, N. Y.—The canning factory closed business Sep- 
tember 22. The season’s pack has been of exceptionally good 
quality and quite in excess of last season. 


Modern Silo Construction.

For 
dairy cows it is almost indispensable if the best results are to be 
obtained. Experiments at various stations show that it may 
also be used successfully for fattening steers, sheep and even 
hogs. To aid farmers in selecting the type of silo best adapted 
to their conditions the Iowa Experiment Station has made a 
thorough investigation of silo construction and published the 
results in Bulletin No. 100. 

This bulletin gives, in condensed form, the advantages and 
disadvantages of all the various types of silos, together with 
practical hints on their construction. Profuse illustrations aid 
in making the meaning clear. It is a pamphlet that will be 
invaluable to any farmer or dairyman who is contemplating the 
erection of a silo. The bulletin is for free distribution to the 
farmers of the State.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


This market continues to show the same cautious policy on the part 
of buyers, notwithstanding the weather is still working on the side of the 
bulls, and it looks as though the expectation of a sudden change to a 
scramble for goods is to be disappointed this fall. The possibility that a 
considerable share of the 1907 packs is still in retail hands or elsewhere, 
coupled with the uncertainty as to the business outlook, are sufficient 
reasons for the conservative tactics of the jobbing branch. Tomatoes are 
experiencing another spell of dullness and some ease of tone has devel- 
oped. The packing prospect is favorable, but there is much uncertainty 
as to the outcome and also as to the carryover from 1907. No. 18 tomatoes 
are scarce and strong. Itis reported that the quality of the offerings of 
tomatoes is often unsatisfactory. Corn is firmer, owing to the continuation 
of the drought in the packing sections, and there is more interest shown 
by buyers. Maine corn is showing very good quality this season. The 
pack of corn is likely to be short. Peas are steady to firm, with a mode- 
rate demand. String beans are firm. Canned peaches are quiet, but 
Southern packers are more willing than usual to carry the goods, owing to 
the shortage of supplies. California peaches are in some demand and apri- 
cots also, No. 1o apples are quiet and firm. Salmon of red Alaska packs 
is strong on the Pacific Coast and supplies here are firmly held, with the 
exception of an outside brand, which is offered at $1.25 per dozen. Me- 
dium red salmon is offered at former rates, with some sellers at $1.15 to 
arrive. Sockeve and chinook brands are all in second hands and firmly 
held. Domestic sardines are in freer supply, but three-quarter mustards 
continue very scarce.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia.

factory. _This is a decline of 2% to 5c. The cause seems to be the con- 
tinuance of favorable packing weather and the fact that this will make the 
pack larger than was expected some time ago. The price may go even 


and New York State brauds are also firm. The Maine pack has been 
good and all packers will probably deliver nearly 100/7. The demand for 
corn is light. Peas are unchanged and quiet. Peaches are firm and un- 
changed. Old apples are obtainable at around $2.00 for New York State 
gallons, new being quoted at $2.15. California canned goods show no 
change and a light demand. Small Baltimore canned goods show no 
change in price; demand light.—Grocery World, 
Chicago. 

Demand of late has been much better for tomatoes, being stimulated 
by reports indicating that the pack will surely be much smaller than was 
expected. Very optimistic reports come from Indiana and other States, 
as well as from Maryland and the heavier tomato cauning sections of the 
East. The market is very strong, and canners are holding confidently, 
believing the price will go up. All reports on corn also indicate a big 
shortage in this year’s pack. The Western pack seems especially short. 
Corn canners in Illinois, Indiana and Iowa will not put up nearly as many 
goods,.as they planned to pack, and the general verdict is that prices will 
gradually advance. Peas are strong; a good demand continues for cheaper 
grades, but these are scarce and firmly held, with a probability of higher 
prices later. The market on string and lima beans is somewhat stronger; 
a very fair demand is being had. It is indicated in reports that the pack 
of pumpkin will not be large this fall. Canned fruits are in better 
demand and the feeling among packers firmer. Michigan will not pack 
many peaches this year and the Eastern pack will also be below anticipa- 
tions. Not much news is coming in just now from California. Domestic 
sardine canners have been getting more fish, but they are still far behind 
on orders, and may or may not catch up before the end of the canning 
season. Salmon is in good demand for consumption. The market is firm. 
Reports from the Pacific Coast say that packers are sold out on nearly all 
grades. Cove oysters are steady, also shrimp. Canned lobster is firm,— 
Grocers’ Criterion, 

St. Louis. 

Some of the jobbers are receiving their future corn and they are well 
pleased with the quality. Those who have purchased a plentiful supply 
feel that they have made a good purchase, as in some quarters it is pre- 
dicted that corn will go to $1.00 by spring time. The market is very 
strong, though the cheapest grade is being cffered at 85c, a dozen, while 
Maine corn is being sold for $1.10 to $1.15. These prices are considered

Futnre tomatoes are coming in, and, 
like corn, the quality shows up very satisfactorily. The quotations offered 
are 95c. to 97%c. for standards and extra standards, respectively. The 
market is firm, so much so} that sevéralj patkers have withdrawn quota- 
tions. There is no change in the situation as regards peas, the conditions 
of last week as regards scarcity of tbe sifted and extra sifted variety still 
holding good, while the cheaper grades are in rather abundant supply. 
California canned goods have no features whatever, therefore, there is 
nothing to say regarding their position. The new pack of sweet potatoes 
is being received and the prices named are $1.05 to $1.10, the lowe: price 
holding good in quantities.— The Interstate Grocer. 


Manitoba, Can. 

The canned goods situation is still the most interesting feature of the 
local wholesale grocery market. Sales of corn, peas and tomatoes are 
heavy at the low prices quoted since the war of prices started. Dealers 
expect that the present low prices will not be maintained very long, as 
they entail actual loss on the part of the wholesale houses and conse- 
quently purchases during the last fortnight have been heavy. The price 
war on corn, peas and tomatoes is still on and the low figures quoted last 
week still obtain. 


Montreal, Can. 
The week has been a fairly good one among the trade and collections 
have been reported as showing an improvement. Butter and cheese have 


been hard hit by the continued dry weather in the country, which is burn- 
ing the feed in the pastures. Spices and sugar have been under a steady 


demand. This is the result of the pickling and preserving season now 
being in full swing. Teas have been somewhat quiet, whilst coffee has 
preserved the even course which has characterized this market for a long 
time. 

Toronto, Can. 

No particularly new developments are noticed during the week, 
though canners report sales as very good. Jobbers, too, are doing a nice 
business in vegetables and fruits. With the exceedindly cheap tomatoes 
of the past week or so, it is rather problematical as to how the price of 
canned tomatoes will be affected. Undoubtedly there will be a large pack, 
and in the face of this, arises the fact that all over the country more 
tomatoes are being put up at home than ever before. This may have some 
effect on prtces next spring.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 
Salmon.—There is no change to note in British Columbia, but there is 


not much doing. Alaska is easier on the spot. The Baltic with 1,200 
cases and the Empress of Britain with 999 cases have both arrived at Liv- 
erpool. Lobsters continue to meet with a slow demand. Sardines.—There 
is a fair business doing, and with fine qualities remaining very scarce, 
the market keeps firm. Reports from France state that a few fish are 
being caught there, Amongst recent arrivals are the Ville de Nantes 
to Newhaven with 1,394 cases and the Eldorado to Liverpool with 2,708 
cases. Fruits are a quiet, but steady market. Pineapples are alto steady, 
but the demand is quiet. The Agamemnon and the Glenavon have brought 
3,085 cases and 1,820 cases pineapples, respectively. The Minnetoka has 
brought 1,950 cases fruit and the Carmania 1,300 cases and the Lucania 
1,290 cases fruit, the last two named to Liverpool. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—During the week the market has been stationary so far as 
price is concerned, but there has been a good demand from the country, 
Best half-pound tins are inquired for. Lobsters steady at late prices. 
Fruits.—Considering the time of the year these continue very active, with 
a fair trade passing in apricots, pears and peaches, Pineapples.—The 
Titan, with 21,484 cases on board, has reached here at a most opportune 
time, as stocks of quite a number of the most saleable sizes were practically 
exhausted. There isa fair market business doing and a good inquiry. 
The country demand is reported as being fully up to the average for this 
time of the year.—Grvocers’ Gazette. 


Denatured Alcohol From Georgia Peaches. 


A request has been sent to Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington by the executive committee of the Middle Georgia 
Peach Growers’ Association, that one of the department experts be allowed 
to make a thorough investigation as to the advisability of using the non- 
salable portion of the Georgia peach crop in the manufacture of denatured 
alcohol. 

Along with this request has been forwarded a letter from State Ento- 
mologist Worsham, urging that it be complied with. In view of the fact 
that the request thus comes from the officials of the peach growers, and of 
the State, it is highly probable that the request will be granted. 

Men well versed on the subject have held for some time that denatured 
alcohol of a high grade could be made from the decayed and wormy por- 
tions of the peach crop, thus making a valuable asset of what has up to this 
time been an utter loss.— California Fruit Grower.

In regard to the introduction of American foodstuffs into the Iquique 
district of Chile, Consul Rea Hanna advises that out of the 41,610,493 
pounds of flour imported in 1906, 36,179,635 pourds were from the United 
States. Of the total, 11,669,830 pounds were entered at the port of Iquique. 
A demand has recently been making itself felt for canned and dried fruits, 
salmon and other provisions, and some shipments have arrived from San 
Francisco. [The wholesale dealers in groceries and provisions at Iquique 
are listed at the Bureau of Manufactures. ]

Vice-Consul General George KE. Chamberlin writes from 
Singapore and furnishes a compilation from the Singapore and 
Penang market reports of the quantity of East India products 
exported from the Straits Settlements to the different countries 
during the month of June, and among same appears some 
figures regarding tin. Of the total shipment of 10,535,731 
pounds, the United States received 2,803,606 pounds; England, 
5,614,266; France, 1,535,600, and other countries the balance, 
582,799. Pineapples were exported to the extent of 139,263 
cases, of which the United States received 32,390. He says: 

‘* It is difficult to tell the ultimate destination of many of 
the shipments to England and the Continent of Europe, as fully 
one-half are optional. This is especially true in regard to tin, 
as practically every ton for Ingland leaves here marked 
‘London optional.’

Under the auspices of the International Fishery Congress 
a ‘‘Salmon Luncheon’’ was served last Saturday at the New 
Willard Hotel, which was attended by Cabinet officers and 
many other prominent persons. The meeting proved a novelty 
much enjoyed by three hundred persons who are interested in 
the work of the congress. 

Luncheon was served on a long table on one side of the 
ballroom at the hotel, where at each place a book on the Alaska 
salmon was placed as a souvenir. The souvenirs were all 
stamped with the house flag of the association. The foreign 
delegates were grouped at small tables in front of C. W. Dorr, 
President of the Packers Association, who was the host. 

The principal guests at the luncheon were Secretary of the 
Navy Metcalf, Secretary Straus, of the Department of Com- 
merce and labor; Major Sylvester, Mr. Richard Rathbun, of the 
Smithsonian Institute; Mr. Gifford Pinchot and others.

CuHICAGO.—It is believed that the milk bottling industry 
will be revolutionized by the new paraffine bottles and cans 
which the Single Service Package Corporation, of Chicago, is 
about to put upon the market. The new packages will be 
manufactured at the dairies on the day the milk is placed in 
them, so that the package will always be new and fresh. The 
package is also adaptable to most commodities in which there is 
not a surplus of acids, more particularly to the use of meat 
canners. 

The cost of the paraffine package is about one-half cent 
each, whereas glass bottles cost from six to eight cents each, 
and their average life is but ten fillings, so that the reduction in 
outlay to milk dealers is obvious. The new package is used but 
oace, which guarantees that the contents are always in‘sanitary 
condition. 


A Cow Or A Goat?

Canners Bring Suit. 
The Henry Lochte Co., Ltd., was made defendant in a suit 
for $3,645.20 instituted by the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, of San Francisco. The petition represents that the 
petitioners entered into a contract with the Lochte Company for 
the sale of 550 cases of canned asparagus, to be delivered to de- 
fendant in this city, through petitioner’s agent, W. A. Gordon 
& Co., and that in accordance with the contract it delivered the 
goods which the Lochte Company refused to receive. On this 
refusal the Canners’ Association was forced to place the goods 
in storage, and it prays that the Lochte Company be made to 
pay it the freight and storage charges, together with the con- 
tract price, $3,420.42, making a total of $3,645.20. Mr. Thos. 
J. Tully, of the Henry Lochte Company, said: ‘‘The Henry 
Lochte Company does not owe the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association the sum sued for. The Henry Lochte Company 
made acontract with the plaintiff to take about 500 cases of 
asparagus out of the pack of 1908. The asparagus, according 
to the contract, was to have been white. The plaintiff made the 
shipment, and as the goods were subject to examination on ar- 
rival, the Henry Lochte Company was given the privilege to 
examine the samples. Upon examination of these samples it was 
found that the goods were not white, as contracted for. The 
asparagus was green, and the Henry Lochte Company refused 
to accept it. 


Belvidere, Ill.—The curtailment of the cucumber crop, 
the drought making the supply shorter than it has been for 
years, has not interfered with the plans for building a big plant 
by the Marsh Company of Chicago, who expect to spend $40,000 
on buildings and equipment for a complete packing plant to 
handle all sorts of vegetables, corn, etc., which can be packed.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The end of the drought and the end of crops in many sec- 
tions, for it has been the beginning of frost. 


And it would be well if the crops everywhere were ended, 
for the season has been long enough in view of the market con- 
ditions. Again we say, don’t be afraid of a shortage in any 
pack this season; to coin a word—it is the longage of any pack 
that is to be feared this season. 

We have been quoted quite extensively regarding our 
recent remarks on slack-filling, and we hope the agitation will 
grow and wax strong, until the evil has been corrected. Slack- 
filling is a species of deception that can offer no excuses, for it 
is equivalent to passing bad money on a blind man.

The varying ideas of a ‘‘second’’ would fill a book; but 
what grade would you term this: The stock is sorted over, the 
best taken out and filled as standards; the culls are filled as 
seconds, but the can is only half filled, and water added to com- 
plete? The culls, so to call them, though the stock may be 
very good—the only difference being the size or wholeness— 
would rightly constitute a second grade—but when only half as 
much is put into the can asin a standard, and the balance is 
water—what grade is the product? 


If you give only half as much in quantity, of only half as 
good quality—as is done in this case—the grade is only a fourth 
and not asecond, isit not? <A ‘‘second’’ should refer to quality 


orto quantity, butnot toboth. So that to pass out such an article 


as we refer to as a second is cheating, nothing more nor less, 
whether juice or brine or any other substance be added to fill up 
the can. 


We know canners will answer that the consumer should 
know from the price charged for such goods. This is no excuse 
at all; the price indicates nothing. All canners know that 
grocers will sell a certain kind of goods at the same price, 
without change, year in and year out, regardless of the whole- 
sale market. We nave paid 18c: for a can of fine corn when 
canners were receiving $1.00 for the goods, and when they were 
getting 60c. for them. Price 1s rarely or never an indication of 
quality in canned goods, such as can be relied upon. 

In the agijation regarding an increased consumption of 
canned goods, the packers might as well prepare to meet condi- 
tions as they are, and one of these conditions, ard the most 
important one is to give the people what they want—what they 
expect, and they are looking more critically at everything now 
than ever before. You can’t change this, you have to meet it; 
and the fact that they cannot see into the can is the more reason 
that no deception should be practiced. ‘‘ You can fool all of 
the people sometimes; you can fool some of the people all the 
time, but you can’t fool all the people all the time.’’ 

You can take any view of it you please, but it remains a 
fact—the industry is now undergoing the severest scrutiny in 
its history, and its future depends upon how well it meets this 
investigation. If met rightly, the public investigation will be 
the best thing that ever happened for the business; if not—it 
will be a sad story; yet we cannot see why anything but good 
should come of it. It stands as one of the foremost industries 
of mankind—the greatest and best supplier of food in the uni- 
verse—and it is because of its exalted position that the public 
demands that it be above reproach. Its individual members make 
it, and every man must do his share well; never mind your 
fellow-packer, do your share rightly, and if he does not, he will 
soon be weeded out and driven from the business. 


We have always felt that the tempter in many respects is as 
much to blame as the offender, but a man is always responsible 
for bis own acts. However, the jobbers have a hand in this 
fight, and they should not be a stumbling block. They should 
stand back of the canners and assist, not hamper them. The 
eternal plea for cheaper goods at the price of quality—and quan- 
tity—is the cause of many of the faults among canners. Lend 
a ready hand to the canner making quality his motto, and the 
jobber will find he benefits himself as well as the canner. 


As we have pointed out above, the retail grocer seldom or 
never changes his prices on canned goods; so that the difference 
between profit-paying prices to the canner and absolute loss lies 
with the jobber in the greater part. But the jobber is continu- 
ally playing into the hands of the retailer by keeping the re- 
tailer informed of the manufacturer’s prices, instead of the 
jobber’s prices. The retailer has no business to know what the 
jobber has to pay for goods, and the jobber should protect 
himself in this. How? Make the grocery journals stop quot- 
ing canners’ and other manufacturers’ prices. Stop the brokers 
quoting canners’ prices to retailers. The price the retailer 
should have is the jobber’s not the canner’s. These grocery 
journals should quote wholesalers’ prices and not the canners’. 
As long as the retailer estimates on canuers’ prices, just so long 
will he nag the jobber for lower prices, the jobber will goad the 
broker onto getting lower prices from the canner, and the 
canner, not to lose the order, will sacrifice quality, because he 
can't put up goods of good quality at the price. 


Here is the root of the evil and the jobbers can correct it if 
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they wish. ‘There is no reason why canned goods cannot be 
the best article the jobber handles, if the jobber will protect 
himself, as he should. ‘The jobber will not handle an article 
showing no profit, neither should he expect the canner to put it 
up at a loss. Jobbers! take some of the profits the retailers 
make and divide it with the canners, and you will help the 
canned goods industry, as you will help your own business, 
because you will get quality. 

Insist on your trade journals sticking to their cloth, by 
quoting your prices and not the canners’. Bring an end to this 
warfare against you; caution the brokers you deal with in the 
same way, and you will find a greater profit in canned goods, 
an increasing quality, and as a consequence an ever-growing 
demand for this line of goods. 


Virginia Oysters. 


‘ While Maryland is enforcing the new laws, giving her the mastery of 
the oyster industry of the Chesapeake, Virginia is sacrificing her tremendous 
natural wealth in this industry to greed of revenues,’’ said Henry M. Tyler, 
former member of the State Board of Fisheries, in a protest against the 
present oyster laws. ‘‘Conditions will never be any better until more ade- 
quate protection is given the seedbeds,”’ he declares, ’’and with the present 
force this is impossible. Virginia has two or nearly three times as much 
oyster water to protect as Maryland. Maryland, at the same time, has 
some 30 odd boats engaged in its service, and Virginia has only about 10, 
and bear in mind that that number has only been in service since the last 
session of the Virginia legislature, 1908. 

Up to that time it had only three steamboats, one small vessel and a 
gasoline launch,”’ 


Fort CoLo.—No canning factory will be erected 
in Fort Collins this year. J. H. Empson, of Longmont, was 
here, inspected peas raised on 30 experiment plants and found 
them up to the standard, but after a conference with the manu- 
facturers’ committee of the chamber of commerce it was decided 
that it would be unwise to erect a factory at present. 


California Market. 


Market Conditions—Outlook on Spot and Future Goods—News 
Interests of the West. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., Sept 25, 1908. 

The salmon market continues just as strong as it has ever 
been since the opening prices were announced last month but 
available stocks are now getting down to a point where business 
transactions are light and chiefly concerns odds and ends and 
brands not well known by the public. The Alaska Packers’ 
Association states that it is now all sold out of some of its best 
known brands and that the largest part of its pack is now dis- 
posed of. An unusual feature of business this year was the 
large amounts of salmon that were sent out both to the domestic 
and foreign markets as soon as the goods were received from the 
canneries. Advices from all over the country indicate that much 
of the goods sent out in these early shipments have gone into 
consumption already and it is the opinion of the officials of the 
Alaska Packers’ Association that there will be no salmon in first 
hands within two months and that the markets of the world will 
be bare again before the next season’s pack can be available. 
The pack in Southeastern Alaska is not proving to be as heavy 
as was anticipated a month ago and the total for Alaska will be 
cut down considerable, but will still be above the figures of last 
season. Shipments are going forth from San Francisco at a 
rapid rate to England and Australia and there is difficulty in 
supplying the domestic market as rapidly asisdesired. There 
are no brands of canned salmon on the market now at less than 
the regular rates, as far as can be discovered, for it is felt that 
as soon as the more favored brands are all disposed of there will

The office of the Alaska Packers’. Association has been 
besieged this week by an army of anxious persons who have 
relatives or friends working in the canneries in the North and 
who might have been on the bark Star of Bengal when that 
vessel was wrecked off Coronation Island last Friday in a terri- 
fic storm. Complete advices have not been received here yet but 
as far as can be learned the vessel is a total loss and 110 of the crew 
and cannery workers have on it perished. The Star of Bengal was 
being towed to sea when the storm burst upon it and the two 
tenders were forced to cut their hawsers to escape being driven 
on the rocks themselves. The United States cable ship Burn- 
sides hurried to the scene of the disaster from Fort Wrangell, 
125 miles away, but so far has not been heard from, so that 
definite news of the loss of life is not yet at hand but it is feared 
that but 27 men from the crew of 137 have been rescued. The 
majority of thecrew were Asiatics and they were seized with panic 
and greatly interfered with the work of rescue. The cargo of 
the doomed vessel consisted of 54,000 casesof canned salmon and 
this will be a total loss along with the vessel. This makes an 
aggregate of 91,000 cases of canned salmon that have been lost 
this season by shipwreck off the Alaskan coast. The salmon 
ship Standard of the Alaska Packers’ Association’s fleet has just 
arrived in San Francisco from the North with a cargo of 56,000 
cases and the captain reports very stormy weather off the Alaskan 
coast and a narrow escape from shipwreck. 

The Fisheries Committee of the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific Ex- 
position that is to be held at Seattle next year is arranging a 
very interesting exhibit that is expected to be one of the most 
attractive features of the exhibition. The exhibit is to be an 
actual portrayal of the fishing industry in the North and will be 
a revelation to those not acquainted with cannery methods. A 
complete salmon cannery will be shown in full working order 
which will show the entire industry from every point—the un- 


loading of the fish from the scows, the cleaning, cutting and the 
cooking process in its entirety, with the latest types of machinery 
used. 

Even the cans and packing cases will be manufactured on 
the spot and the course of any particular fish can be followed 
from the time it is taken from the boat until it is packed in the 
brightly labeled cans ready for shipment. 

The pack of salmon at Dundas, Alaska, this season was 32, 
ooo cases and the entire pack will be taken to Seattle by the 
bark Harvester which has gone North for this purpose. 

The fruit canneries at Fresno, Cal., are now closing after 
one of the most successful seasons experienced in the history of 
the industry there. The California Fruit Canners’ Association 
announces that it will not close its big plant there for about two 
weeks yet as it has some late cling peaches to attendto. Asthis 
firm commenced business earlier in the season than usual the 
present run may be regarded as a record one for this district. 
The output of the Fresno plant alone will be more than 130,000 
cases, or more than 3,000,000 cans. ‘The largest pack for any 
one day during theseason was75,ooocans. ‘The plant of Griffin 
& Skelley was closed a week ago and their pack for the season 
was smaller than last year. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association has just insti- 
tuted suit against the Henry Lochte Company of New Orleans 
charging a breach of contract. It is claimed by them that they 
entered into a contract with the New Orleans firm for the sale of 
550 cases of canned asparagus to be delivered in that city but 
when the goods were delivered the Lochte Company refused to 
receive them. 

W. B. Cochran, vice-president and manager of Parrott & 
Co., 304 California street has just arrived in San Francisco from 
an extended stay in Honolulu. While gone he made arrange- 
ments for representing the Captain Cook Coffee Company, one of 
the largest packing concerns in the Islands whose specialty is

Beet Sugar Just As Good As Cane. 


The special Washington correspondent of the ‘‘ Grecery 
World’’ has the following to say on the subject: 

There has been much speculation in the trade as well as 
outside as to whether refined sugar made from beets was the 
equal in every respect of sugar made from cane. It has often 
been said that beet sugar is not as sweet as cane sugar, notwith- 
standing the fact that chemists have known that, provided the 
two sorts of sugar are of equal degrees of fineness of granulation, 
and hence alike as to the ease or quickness with which a given 
quantity will dissolve, there is no difference in sweetness, for 
instance, when a spoonful is added to a cup of tea. 

Another common statement is that beet sugar cannot be 
used successfully for canning, jelly making and preserving. In 
earlier times, before methods of refining had been perfected, 


there may have been some warrant for such a belief, but methods 
of purifying beet sugar were long ago perfected and such sugar 
has been used for many years in this country and Europe for all 
household purposes. 

In this connection, tests recently carried on at the California 
Experiment Station by G. W. Shaw, in which beet sugar and 
cane sugar were compared under factory and domestic conditions 
for preseiving, are of interest. 

The fruits used in the tests, carried out on a commercial 
scale, were cherries, apricots, plums, peaches and pears. Each 
of these was preserved in syrup of different strength by the usual 
methods. In making the syrups used with the fruit some differ- 
ence in the action of different grades of sugar were noted, but 
the results were the same. 

In the household trials, 40 per cent. syrup was used and the 
fruits were put up in ordinary glass jars, fifty jars of both apri- 
cots and peaches being canned. ‘‘ From these not a single can 
spoiled during the two-year period.’’ The two sorts of sugar 
gave equally good results. 

For the jelly-making trials apples and currants were selected, 
equal quantities of juice and sugar, either beet or cane, being 
used and the mixture boiled until of the right consistency to 
jelly. ‘‘ The product in each case was as clear as it is possible 
for jelly to be, and not the slightest difficulty was experienced 
in the making of it.’’ ; 

In connection with the experimental tests an attempt was 
made to trace numerous reports to the effect that fruit had been 
lost through the use of beet sugar in canning, but in no instance 
was this found to be the case, though numerous letters were 
received in reply to inquiries which were sent out. 

The utter folly of this idea that beet sugar cannot be used 
for canning purposes is further emphasized by the fact that 
practically all the sugar used in Germany and France is from 
the beet. 

Prof. Shaw concludes the history of his experiments with 
the statement that under both commercial and household condi- 
tions beet sugar and cane sugar give equally satisfactory results 
for canning fruit and also for jelly making. Hout.
